Pursuant to Commission Directive No. 70 (EEC Directive on Processing Audit Reports), 
the Audit staff presents its recommendation below and discusses the finding in the 
attached Draft Final Audit Report (DFAR). The Office of General Counsel has reviewed 
this memorandum and concurs with the recommendation. 

Finding-No Materiai Non-Compliance 
In response to the Preliminary Audit Report, TBH stated that, in order to expedite 
the processing of the final audit report, it has waived both the standard response 
period and an audit hearing on this matter. TBH did not have any additional 
comments in its response to the DFAR. 

The Audit staff recommends that the Commission find that no material non­
compliance was discovered in the audit of TBH.

30 days of the Commission's vote.
